He keeps the stamps in compartments 
which have been Savored in various 
ways, and when a customer asks for 
a stamp be inquires. "What flavor will 
you have—lemon, vanilla, wintergreen 
or peppermintr" The customer usual- 
ly looks mystified, but soon discovers 
that the stamps are really flavored, 
and the druggist thinks he has hit 
upon a way to retain his stamp busi- 
ness.

One of the dwelling 
houses destroyed was that of J. M. 
Johnson. His 4-year-old daughter was 
so badly injured that she died shortly 
afterward. 


In Queen City, the extreme southern 


suburb -of Dallas, six dwelling houses 
were blown to pieces by the wind. Mrs. 
George Bray received fatal injuries. 
Mr. Bray and two children were seri- 
ously iajured. C- D. Bourne, wife and 
child and Albert Ewing and famiiy 
were away from home.

reach at least $100,000. 


Tornado In Nebraska. 


Onra^a. March 12.—The heaviest 


wind, rain and hail storm in the his- 
tory of the city visited Omaha and 
Douglas county. It struck Omaha near 
Monmouth park, in the northern edge 
of the city, and moved northeast, the 
greatest severity being experienced in 
the neighborhood of Thirty-third and 
Larimore streets. Although perhaps 
50 buildings were more or less dam- 
aged, nobody was seriously Injured. 
People who were caught in the storm 
had narrow escapes, and Mrs. Amanda 
Geary, who lives at Thirty-third street 
and Grand avenue, probably escaped 
death by being absent from home.
